ANNUAL    ANNOUNCEMENT 

OF  THE  COURSE  OF  STUDY  IN  THE  DEPARTMENTS  OF  BETHANY  COLLEGE. 

The  session  of  1844-5  having  just  closed  in  a  manner  highly  creditable  to  the  Institution, 
'he  Trustees  beg  Ipave  to  announce  to  the  public  the  existing  regulations  and  course  of 
study  for  session  1845-C,  which  will  commence  on  the  nrtt  Monday  of  September  nex', 
ind  continue  during  two  terms  of  five  months  each,  terminating  on  the  4th  of  July,  1846. 
The  Trustees  are  happy  to  state  that  the  increasing  patronage  of  the  institution  and  the 
high  satisfaction  already  given  to  the  community  by  its  efforts  to  combine  moral  with 
intellectual  culture,  encourage  them  to  hope  that  they  will  be  ere  long  enabled  to  carry 
••ut  to  still  greater  perfection  the  extended  plan  originally  devised  Having  been  disappoint- 
ed in  obtaining  the  services  of  J.  VV.  Goss  a*  Principal  and  Patron  of  the  Primary  Board- 
ing School,  this  department  has  been  during  the  last  session  under  the  charge  of  Thomas 
Wilson  as  Patron  and  James  Richardson  as  Principal,  and  this  arrangement  will  be  con 
tiiiued  during  the  coming  session.  Front  the  good  order  maintained  and  the  improvement 
ifthe  pupils  in  this  department,  the  happiest  anticipations  are  entertained  for  the  future- 

It  is  at  present  proposed  to  combine  in  the  College  Proper  the  Professorships  of  Mathe- 
matics and  Natural  Philosophy,  and  to  make  such  otherchanges  in  the  distribution  of  th; 
subjects  taught,  as  will  still  better  adapt  (he  Institution  to  tiie  circumstances  with  which  it 
is  surrounded  and  render  it  more  useful  to  the  community.  These  arrangement*:,  it  is 
hoped,  will  he  perfected  bv  the  commencement  of  the  next  session 

During  the  past  session  the  French,  German.  Italian,  and  Hebrew  languages  have  l«een 
taught  in  the  College  in  addition  to  the  usual  course,  and  the  Board  will  endeavor  to  pro- 
vide teachers  for  such  extra  classes  as  may  l>e  formed. 

PRIMARY   DEPARTMENT. 

This  department  has  been  organized  by  the  Board  torn  et  what  is  believed  to  be  a  want 
of  the  community.  It  is  especially  intended  to  meet  the  v»  ants  of  those  parents  who  ate 
so  circumstanced  as  to  render  it  impossible  to  have  their  children  properly  educated  under 
their  own  immediate  supervision;  and  as  a  place  where  orphans  may  receive  that  mental 
and  moral  training, and  that  watcliful  care  and  supervision  so  important  in  early  life- and 
which  may  in  some  degree  compensate  for  the  loss  of  parents.  The  attention  of  the  pub- 
lie  is  especially  invited  to  this  feature  in  the  Institution  In  this  department  will  be  taught 
all  the  branches  pertaining  to  a  sound  elementary  and  business  education;  and  especial 
care  will  be  given  to  the  formation  of  moral  character,  and  to  the  imparting  of  those  habits 
of  industry  and  sobriety  which  are  indispensable  to  a  life  of  prosperity  and  usefulness. 

SCIENTIFIC  COURSE. 

This  course  is  designed  to  occupy  two  years,  and  is  intended  to  give  a  thorough  elemen 
tary  Cwurse  of  instruction  in  Mathematics,  Natural  Science,  and  aome  of  the  branches  of

polite  literature,  to  sock  young  mer.  as  may  not  have  the  de*ire  or  the  means  to  take  the 
more  extensive  course  of  classical  studies  pursued  in  toe  regular  Cotlefe  course  Until 
the  establishment  of  a  Norm  -l  School  (which  hasalwav*  been  contemplated  as  an  integral 
pan  of  Bethany  Collete)  this  course  it  particularly  commended  to  those  younr.  men  who 
may  have  in  view  that  highly  honorable  and  eminently  useful,  hut  too  much  neglected 
i  of  the  Common  School  teacher.    The  studies  of  this  course  are  arranred  aecor 


diag  to  the  followinc  scheme  of  instruction     premising  that  for  the  purposes  of-  thi*  ar- 
rangument  the  session  often  months  ■  divided  into  two  equal  part*,  called  Terms:
